HEARING ON PROPOSED AMEND- 
MENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 


January 2, 1934, at 7:30 o’clock being 
the time set as the time for holding a 
hearing on the proposed changes in the 
Classifications as provided for in the Zon- 
ing Ordinance, which was passed by the 
City Council on June 13, 1927, said pro- 
posed amendment being as follows:

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


In beginning this new year I am not 
taking time te review at length the 
achievements of the past but rather I am 
going to call your attention to some of 
the problems of the present. 


After four years of depression the city 
finds itself able to perform the ordinary 
functions of government without im-

pairing its credit. It has not, however, 
been able to finance its welfare but has 
had to request aid from the federal and 
state governments. Last year it was nec- 
essary to receive outside funds amount- 
ing to well over a quarter of a million 
dollars. During the present year even a 
larger sum may be required. 


The city has made constant progress 
in its bond retirement. During 1933 the 
city retired $205,000 of its general obli- 
gation bonds, and the Water & Elec- 
tric Light Board retired $202,500 of its 
bongs resulting in a total reduction of 
$407,500 in the city’s debt. 


It seemed advisable to refund about 
one-half of the bonds maturing in 1933, 
and I recommend that the same policy. be 
followed this year for the purpose of 
lightening the tax burden. 


Taxation 


One of the city’s greatest problems is 
caused by the inability of so many of its 
taxpayers to meet their payments. When- 
ever taxpayers are unable to pay it seems 
unjust to add a penalty to their burden. 
I believe that some method should be de- 
vised whereby taxpayers could be re- 
lieved of the penalty in cases where it is 
clearly shown that they are unable to pay. 
I recommend that the council give serious 
consideration to this matter. 


The need of tax relief is known to 
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every taxpayer. The problem of tax re- 
duction is a difficult one when it is con- 
sidered that practically one dollar out of 
every three paid in taxes is required for 
bond service. JI believe that the city 
should reduce its bonded indebtedness as 
fast as possible and that it should issue 
no more bonds of any kind. The city’s 
policy should be to get out of debt and 
put its business on a cash basis as soon 
as possible. Without the bond service 
charge we would have no serious tax prob- 
lem in Lansing. 


In the past it has been customary in 
Lansing to allow transient merchants to 
dispose of merchandise in the city and 
then move away before tax time. This 
practice is manifestly an injustice to the 
merchants and to the other taxpayers in 
the city. I recommend that the council 
provide some regulation whereby these 
transient merchants shall bear their share 
of the tax burden. 


Garbage 


At the present time the city is dispos- 
ing of its garbage by delivering it to the 
Portland Piggery at Portland, Michigan. 
The present contract is indefinite and in 
some other respects is very unsatisfactory 
from the city’s standpoint. I recommend 
that the present contract be cancelled and 
that it he replaced with something more 
definite. I further recommend that the 
question of garbage disposal be given a 
thorough study, with the view of securing 
some more economical method of dis- 
posal, 


Welfare 


Many of the good citizens of Lansing 
have become temporary unable to provide 
for themselves and must receive help from 
the city. This help is provided through a 
commissary located on East Ottawa Street. 
To this commissary all persons receiving 
help from the city must come for supplies 
and then get them to their respective 
homes as best they can. Not only does 
this congestion add to the humiliation of 
the recipients but it also interferes with 
the merchants in the vicinity. I recom- 
mend that immediate steps be taken to 
remedy this condition. The whole welfare 
problem can be vastly improved by divid- 
ing the city into four zones with a dis- 
tributing depot in each of them, or by a 
system of truck delivery. Either of these 
methods can be employed without increas- 
ing the cost to the city. 


Improvements 


The Federal Government at the present 
time is distributing much money to the 
communities throughout the nation for 
public improvements. The city has already 
received considerable benefit from _ this 
policy on the part of the government. We 
have been able to put many hundreds of 
men to work and to put thousands of dol- 
lars into circulation in this community 
through this method. In order that the 
city may take advantage of all available 
federal money, I recommend that all de- 
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partments of city government study their 
present methods and wherever improve- 
ments can be made in accordance’ with 
the CWA, that such improvements be pre- 
sented to the Ingham County Emergency 
Relief Commission for approval. 


Conclusion 


While the nation is in the process of re- 
covery at present, in the opinion of many 
of our national leaders the _ intensive 
efforts now underway must be continued 
until permanent success is assured. We 
shall be confronted for some time with 
serious problems and their solution for 
the best interests of all of Lansing’s citi- 
zens will be facilitated by close co-opera- 
tion between the executive and legislative 
branches of our municipal government. 


I desire to extend to the members of 
the City Council my sincere appreciation 


* for the co-operation accorded me since I 


assumed the office of mayor, and, in wel- 
coming to the Council the new members, 
I wish to express the hope that these 
pleasant relationships may be continued. 


In such a spirit of mutual desire for the 
well-being of our city we may face the 
future with confidence that Lansing will 
continue to keep her high place among the 
municipalities of the nation.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was read a first 
and second time by its titie and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to Regulate the Sale and 
Distribution of Contraceptives within the 
City of Lansing. 


The People of the City of Lansing do 
Ordain: 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm, or corporation or 
association, to vend, sell or distribute in 
any manner whatsoever any article or 
medicinal preparation primarily manufac- 
tured for, or which may be used as a con- 
traceptive, within the City of Lansing, ex- 
cept regularly licensed practitioners of 
medicine and/or registered pharmacists. 
No person shall prescribe or designate in 
any manner the use of any such article or 
preparation, except licensed practitioners 
of medicine and/or’ registered pharma- 
cists; and it shall be unlawful to vend, 
sell or distribute any such articles or 
medicines on the streets, by means of ma- 
chines, or by peddling, canvassing or  so- 
liciting from house to house. 


Section 2. Any person violating the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be subject to a fine not 
exceeding $100.00, or may be imprisoned 
for not more than sixty days, or may be 
punished by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the Court. In 
ease of sales by machines, the owner of 
the machine, as well as the owner and 
occupier of the premises where the ma- 
chine is located, shall be deemed a viola- 
tor.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Busch introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by the title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE RELATIVE TO THE 
LICENSING THOSE WHO INTEND TO 
ENGAGE IN AND CARRY ON THE 
BUSINESS OF SELLING AND EX- 
POSING FOR SALE, GOODS, WARES 
AND MERCHANDISE, AND/OR MANU- 
FACTURING WITHIN THE CITY OF 
LANSING. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Se:tion 1. It shall be lawful for any 
person, firm or corporation, whose per- 


sonal property, whether owned or in con-: 


signment, consists wholly or in part of 
stocks of goods, wares, merchandise, fur- 
niture and fixtures, raw materials or fin- 
ished product, machinery and/or equip- 
ment, buildings on leased land, cash, 
credits and debits, or any other personal 
property of like nature, either tangible or 
intangible, such as is usually subject to 
taxation, to hereafter engage in any busi- 
ness within the corporate limits of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, without having 
first procured from the Council of said 
City, a license therefor, as required by this 
ordinance, provided, however, that this 
ordinance shall not apply to hawking or 
peddling or soliciting or taking orders from 
house to house, or to transient tradesmen. 


Section 2. Section one of this ordinance 
shall be construed to apply to any person, 
firm or corporation, who shall hereafter 
engage in any business of selling or ex- 
posing for sale, and/or manufacturing, 

i whose goods, wares, merchandise, fixtures, 
machinery, etc., consists of personal prop- 
erty actually kept on hand, or as purchaser 
or purchasers, of a stock of goods or 
equipment at foreclosure of a chattel 
mortgage, or as a trustee under a trust 
mortgage on goods, merchandise, equip- 
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ment, etc.; provided, however, that nothing 
in this ordinance shall be construed to 
apply to any person, firm or corporation 
now engaged in business in said city and 
now assessed tor taxes, so long as such 
person, firm or corporation continues in 
the same business in which he, they or 
it are now engaged, and for which he, 
they or it are assessed for taxes. 


Section 3. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring hereatter to engage in busi- 
ness in said city; shail make and file with 
the Assessors of said City, on blanks to 
be furnished by said Assessors, a statement 
(in duplicate) setting forth the character 
and location of the business in which they 
desire to engage; the amount and value of 
goods, equipment and other personal prop- 
erty as mentioned in Section one of this 
ordinance, which are to be used and em- 
ployed by them in carrying on such busi- 
ness; and the date on which they propose 
to begin carrying on such business, which 
statement shall be made under oath. 


The Assessors shall thereupon examine 
such goods, etc., and in the same manner 
as annual assessments are made for gen- 
eral taxes, they shall estumate the amount 
that such general taxes (July and Decem- 
ber taxes, combined) would be, on a cash 
valuation of said good3, equipment, etc., 
at the tax rates last used in said city for 
sa.d taxes, for the time from the beginning 
of such business up to the first day of 
July following, which shall be computed 
by months; provided, however, that a 
major part of the month shall be construed 
and charged for as a full month. 


The Assessors shall, at once, file the 
application and statement, as weil as their 
findings and estimates, with the Clerk of 
the City, together with a recommendation 
of the amount of license fee to be charged, 
which amount shall be based on, and com- 
parable with, the amount of taxes paid 
by competing businesses for the same period 
of time on like valuations. 


At the next regular meeting of the 
Council, or at a special mecting called for 
the purpose, the said Clerk shall present 
the same to the said Council, and said 
Council shall thereupon fix and determine, 
by resolution, the amount of license fe2 
to be paid by such applicant, and the said 
Clerk shall immediately issue a iicense to 
the applicant upon the payment of. the 
sum so fixed by the said Council; prov.ided: 
that the said Council may, if deemed ad- 
visable, hold a hearing on the subject, after 
giving the applicant notice of the time 
and place of such hearing. 


Section 4. Any person, firm, or cor- 
poration, having paid the license fee as 
provided in section three of this ordinance, 
and having discontinued to do business and 
having removed all their goods, fixtures, 
equipment, etc., out of the City of Lan- 
sing, prior to the first day of July of any 
year, may receive a rebate from the City 
of such part of the license fee, as the 
number of full months from the cessation 
of business and removal of the proverty 
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up to the first of July following; compares 
to the total number of months for wimenh 
the license was paid, and in ail cases said 
Council shall, by resolution, direct ihe 
Mayor and Clerk of the City to draw a 
warrant on the City Treasurer; in favor 
of such licensee, for ‘any sum tu. be so 
rebated; provided, however, that the 
amount to be retained by the City shall in 
no case be less than 25% of the amount 
of such license fee so paid. 


If such person, firm, or corporation shall 
still be doing business at the first day of 
July, following the payment of said license 
fee, and the Assessors shall have placed 
said person, firm,-or corporation on the 
regular assessment ‘and tax roll of the 
City for that calendar year, in the same 
manner as all other businesses in the City 
are assessed, the: Mayor and Gilerk of the 
City shall draw a warrant on the City 
Treasurer in favor of the--said Treasurer 


for such sum as that portion of the license .- 


fee would be for the time after January 
st and before July ist, and the City Treas- 
urer shall credit such,sum to the cur- 
rent year’s taxes of said person, firm, or 
corporation, and thereafter they shall pay 
taxes instead of license.. fees. ; 


Section 5. Nothing in this ordinance 
shall be construed to prohibit the sale of 
goods, wares or merchandise at wholesale 
to merchants and dealers or manufacturers 
in business in the City of Lansing; nor 
to any person,: firm, or cerporation, selling 


or exposing for sale, .goods, wares, and - 


merchandise of their:own manufacture or 


raising; nor to any person or persons: ’: 


foreclosing any chattel mortgage, when 
the property is disposed of under the power 


of sale contained in,such instrument and... 


not sold at retail; and shall not apply to 
sales made under order of any court, nor 
where the property is already on the as- 
sessment and tax rolls of said City. 


Section 6. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause or phrase of this ordin- 
ance is for any reason held to be uncon- 
stitutional or invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of -this ordinance. The Council of 
the City hereby declares that it would have 
passed this ordinance and each _ section, 
subsection, sentence, clause and phrase 
thereof, irrespective of the fact that any 
one or more sections, subsections; sen- 
tences, clauses or phrases be declared un- 
constitutional or invalid. 


Section 7. Any person Violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, and 
who shall be convicted thereof, or who 
shall plead guilty to any complaint for 
the violations thereof, shall be punisned 
by a fine not exceeding One Hundred 
Dollars ($100.00) for each offense, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail of Ing- 


ham County or the city prison of said city. 


for a term not exceeding ninety days, or 
by both said fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court. If the fine be 
imposed, the court, before whom such con- 
viction shall be had, may make a further 
sentence that, in default of the payment 
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of such fine, within a time to be fixed by 


such court, the person so convicted shall — 


be imprisoned in said county jail, or in 
the said City prison,. until such fine be 
paid, for a term not exceeding ninety 
days. : 


Section 8. All other ordinances, and

Rear Yard: On interior lots there shall 
be a rear yard having a minimum depth 
of sixteen (16) feet for a one story build- 
ing, eighteen (18) feet for a two or two 
and one-half story building, and twenty- 
(20) feet for a three story building. 


On a corner lot abutting on two streets,. 
the depth of the rear yard maybe six (6) 
feet .less than that required for an _ in- 
terior lot. 


On corner lots abutting on _ three 
streets. the rear yard need not’ extend 
across the full width of the lot, only to 
its median line. 


The above requirements of a rear yard 
may be decreased by one-half, provided 
there is no room of the dwelling which re- 
ceives its legal light as required by the 
state housing code from such rear yard.

Whereas, a majority of the resident tax- 
payers owning property abutting on said 
sewer have petitioned this Council to have

One-fifth on or before the 3lst day of

One-fifth on or before the 3lst day of 
May, 1935; 


A collaborative digitization project of the City of Lansing and Forest Parke Library and Archives - Capital Area District Libraries 


One-fifth on or before the 31st day of 
May, 1936; 


One-fifth on or before the 3lst day of 
May, 1937; 


and the remaining one-fifth on or before 
the 3lst day of May, 1938, together with 
interest thereon at the rate of six per cent 
per annum’ from the 31st day of May, 1934, 
until paid. 


It is further resolved, that the Mayor 
be and he is hereby directed to affix with- 
in ten days his warrant directing the City 
Treasurer to collect said tax in accordance 
with the provisions of these resolutions 
and of the City Charter.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Rogers introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE 
SLAUGHTERING OF ANIMALS _IN- 
TENDED FOR MEAT SUPPLIES AND 
TO BE OFFERED FOR SALE WITHIN 
THE CITY OF LANSING AND TO REG- 
ULATE MEAT INSPECTION AND CON- 
DEMNATION AND LICENSING OF 
MEAT DEALERS AND TO REPEAL OR- 
DINANCE NO. 13 OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING ENTITLED: “An Ordinance to 
protect the health of the City of Lansing, 
to prescribe regulations for the establish- 
ing, inspection and operation of abattoirs 
and slaughter houses, the slaughter and 
the live and dead inspection of all animals 
to be used as food or offered for sale or 
sold for food, within corporate limits of 
the City of Lansing, and of the inspection 
of all food products and prescribing the 
duties of the inspector of foods in connec- 
tion therewith, and prescribing the penalty 
for the violation of said ordinance.” 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1—Every abattoir, slaughter 
house or other place for the slaughtering 
of animals to be used as food or offered 
for sale or sold as food within the corpo- 
ration limits of City of Lansing, should be 
constructed and maintained only in accord- 
ance with the following regulations: 


(A) Every abattoir or slaughter house 
shall consist of a substantial building, well 
lighted and containing a killing room, a 
chill room and a cooling room with suit- 
able refrigerating machinery, together with 
suitable pens, shutes, knives, tools, cleav- 
ers and other equipment which shall be 
necessary to operate the same in an effi- 
cient and sanitary manner, and shall be 
operated in such manner as may be pre- 
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seribed by the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Health, provided, however, that 
where existing slaughter houses are so lo- 
eated that it is not feasible to have a 
refrigerating plant, then and in such 
event a chill-room shall be constructed of 
such feasible and reasonable design as may 
be approved by the Board of Health; and 
provided further that all carcasses of 
meats handled in a slaughter house if in- 
tended for sale in the City of Lansing 
shall be removed from the slaughter house 
within ten hours after the time of killing 
except during such months of the year 
when the chill room’ may be kept at a tem- 
perature of not more than fifty degrees. 


(B) The killing room shall be adequate 
in size; the floors shall be constructed of 
conerete, connected with sewer or other 
approved drainage. It shall be provided 
with hot and cold water, ample hose and 
tank capacity for scalding animals, run- 
ways, windlasses, over-head trackage and 
trolleys running from such killing room 
into and connected with cooling and stor- 
age rooms, by which animals slaughtered 
ean be raised, lowered, and earried from 
the killing room. without unnecessary 
handling; it shall be provided with suffi- 
cient tables, buckets, tubs or other vessels 
in which the blood, offal and refuse shall 
be placed and immediately conducted to 
the reducation plant without the neces- 
sity of handling; provided, however, that 
in existing slaughter houses where no 
reducation plants are available, that all 
blood, offal and refuse shall be disposed of 
in a manner approved by the Board of 
Health. 


(C) The cooling room shall be of ade- 
quate size with walls, partition and ceil- 
ing thoroughly insulated with approved 
material and so equipped that all conden- 
sation shall take place above carcasses and 
promptly trapped out of the building, dry 
r>frigeration to be secured as far as pos- 
sible. It shall be equipped with  over- 
head trolleys and trackage connected with 
the killing room, which shall be placed at 
sufficient height and be of sufficient capac- 
ity to permit all animals slaughtered to be 
hung from’ the trolleys. 


(D) All fioors shall be constructed of 
eement. Walls, partitions and_ ceilings 
chall be constructed of such materials as 
shall be approved by the meat inspector 
under direction of the Board of Health. 
All walls, ceilings and partitions shall be 
panel in a sanitary condition at all 
imes. 


(E) All apparatus, tools, knives, cleav- 
ers and other utensils used in or about any 
abattoir, shall be recularly cleaned and 
kept clean, and sterilized in conformity to 
such rules therefor as shall be established 
by the Board of Health. Towels and soap, 
cuspidors and toilets shall be provided for 
all employees working and using such 
building. , 


(F) No slaughtering shall be done in 
barns or sheds. of other buildings not de- 
signed and not suitable for slaughtering 
animals and for the handling, dressing and 
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cooling of meats in conformity to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance (nor shall any 
slaughtering be done outside of a _build- 
ing). 


(G) All slaughter houses shall have an 
abundant supply of water from a well or 
other source which is not contaminated 
from the slaughter house or surrounding 
pens or enclosures or any part of the 
premises, and which water may be applied 
with adequate pressure through a hose to 
any part of the room or rooms used for 
the purpose of slaughtering or preparing 
meats for consumption as hum‘an food. 


(H) All slaughter houses shall have suit- 
able floors (As herein before provided) and 
sub-drainage with proper sewer connec- 
tions, which floors shall be thoroughly 
washed off each day after slaughtering is 
completed. 


(I) Cooling and store rooms for meat 
shall be properly ventilated. 


Section 2— Thirty days after the passage 
of this Ordinance it shall be unlawful 
to bring w-.thin the City of Lansing or 
keep, sell or oicer or expose for sale either 
at whoie.za.e or retail in this city, any 
meat for human consumption unless it is 
wholesome as hereafter defined and unless 
on the primal parts of the carcass from 
which the meat was obtained there is one 
of the following stamps: ‘Inspected and 
Passed, Lansing, Michigan;”’ ‘U. S. In- 
spected and Passed’”’ or the passing stamp 
required by the ordinance of any city (pro- 
viding in the judgment of the Lansing 
Health Officer for inspection of equal effi- 
ciency). Possession of meat in the City 
of Lansing, not bearing one of the above 
stamps, shall be prima facie evidence that 
it is kept or possessed for the purpose of 
human consumption. Any meat not 
stamped or any meat which is not whole- 
some or below the requirements of the 
Board of Health or the standards adopted 
by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, which is pos- 
sessed or held by any person for sale or 
distribution for consumption in this city 
may be summarily seized and destroyed by 
an authorized Inspector. In addition to 
such seizure the person possessing such 
unwholesome and unstamped meat may be 
proceeded against for a violation of this 
Ordinance, 


Section 4—(A) The Health Director of 
the City of Lansing is hereby empowered 
to provide for the grading and stamping 
ef meats intended for sale in the City of 
Lansing and shall make all _ reasonable 
rules and regulations covering such grad- 


inv, stamping and inspection provided that: 


the grading and stamping of meats shall 
conform to the standards adopted by the 
U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. The Board of Health 
shall have the power to set the Inspec- 
tion Fees for all inspectional services as 
is required by this Ordinance. Thew shall 
appoint one or more meat insnectors to 
perform the services herein specified. These 
inspectors shall be graduate veterinarians 
licensed to practice in Michigan. They 
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may be employed either part time or full 
time at such salaries, and/or fees as shall 
be fixed by the Board of Health not to ex- 
ceed, however, the estimated income to be 
derived from the charge for the services 
so rendered. These inspectors shall work 
under the direction of the Director of 
Food and Sanitation Inspection of the De- 
partment of Health. 


(B) The Board of Health shall make 
such rules and regulations with reference 
to the payment of such fees as shall be 
reasonable including the right to refuse 
to grant inspection to any person who may 
be in arrears, or to any person unless a 
deposit of fees for one week or more is 
made in advance. 


Section 5—-The requirements of this or- 
dinance shall not apply where the animal 
has been slaughtered under sanitary condi- 
tions by the person who has raised the 
animal, or who has owned such animal at 
least thirty days before slaughtering for 
the purpose of fattening the same; pro- 
vided. however, that before meat from such 
animal shall be offered for sale within the 
C:ty of Lansing, it must have the stamp 
of inspection and approval by the City 
Inspector and as conditions require, the 
City Inspector shall be on duty for the 
purpose of inspecting any animal so killed, 
and the City Inspector before placing his 
stamp of inspection and approval on any 
animal slaughtered as herein provided, may 
recuire the person desiring inspection to 
bring before him with the carcass such 
part; thereof and such of the offal as he 
may in his judgement deem necessary for 
proper inspection. 


Section 6—All*animals intended to be 
slaughteded shall be inspected while alive 
and on feet by the Meat Inspector in 
pens especially constructed for that pur- 
pose which shall be well lighted and all 
animals inspected shall be slaughtered 
within a reasonable time thereafter, and 
no animal shall be slauerht-red which has 
not been passed by the City Meat Inspector, 
Every animal slaughtered shall be in- 
spected by the Meat Inspector during the 
process of slaughtering who shall use such 
methods for insp°ction as have been adopt- 
ed by the Board of Health. 


Section 7—All animals kept in yards 
attached to a slaughter house shall be 
treated in a humane manner, and if kept 
there over twelve hours shall be fed and 
watered. All pens and enclosures connected 
with any slaughter houses shall be kept in 
proper sanitary manner. 


Section 8—No meats from cattle, sheep 
or swine shall be offered for sale as human 
food within the City of Lansing, if such 
cattle, sheep or swine, when killed, were 
in a diseased, over-heated, feverish or ex- 
hausted condition. No calf, which shall be 
less than four weeks old; no pig, which 
shall be less than five weeks old. and no 
lamb, which shall be less than eight weeks 
old. shall be killed for human food nor 
shall any part thereof be kept or offered 
for sale in said city. 
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Section 9—The rules dnd regulations of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture pertaining to meat inspection, as 
amended and issued .under authority of 
an Act of Congress approved June -20, 
1906, in regard to sanitation, antemortem 
and ‘post-mortem inspection, condemnation, 
disposal of carcasses, animals, and meats 
unfit for human food, stamping and tag- 
ging of carcasses, or parts thereof, in- 
spected and found fit for food, shall gov- 
ern persons, firms or corporations engaged 
in the business of preparing or vending 
meats for human food in the City of 
Lansing. The stamp of Federal inspection 
upon any piece of meat or carcass from 
which it is taken shall be prima facia 
evidence that the provisions of Section 2 
of this ordinance have been complied with ; 
provided, however, that wherever such 
rules and regulations shall be contrary 
to or in contravention of the: provisions 
and requirements of this ordinance, or any 
amendment thereto, then this ordinance 
shall apply and govern. 


Section 10—No person or persons shall - 


vend or offer for sale in the City of wan- 
sing any meat intended for human con- 
sumption whether it is slaughtered in the 
City of Lansing or elsewhere unless licenses 
shall be issued in accordance with Act 
120 Public Acts of 1903 and each appli- 
cant ‘shall conform to the provisions of 
such act and the City Clerk shall provide 
suitable blanks and license plates for the 
purpose of complying with said Act and 
the said Clerk shall collect the following 
license fee before any permit be issued. 


For engaging in the business of whole- 
saling meats a fee of $1.00 a year for 
every wagon or truck used in delivery of 
said meats. 


Section 11—Any packing plant manufac- 
turing sausage or other manufactured cold 
meats shall purchase all of their supply 
of meats used in the conducting of their 
business from sources approved by the 
Board of Health. 


Section 12—-Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this Ordinance or failing 
to comply with any of its requirements, 
shall, upon conviction be punished by a 
fine not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00 or by imprisonment not exceeding 
90 days or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court. And 
in addition any person violating any pro- 
visions of this ordinance, who shall be a 
holder of any of the licenses herein pro- 
vided, may be summoned before the Board 
of Health to show cause why their license 
should not be revoked. Any licensee so 
violating the provisions of this ordinance 
may be given five days notice in writing 
by the City Inspector to appear and show 
eause before the Board of Health why his 
license should not be revoked and if, upon 
said hearing, the Board of Health shall be 
satisfied that such licensee has violated any 
of the provisions of this ordinance. they 
may, in their discretion, revoke said license 
absolutely or for a limited time. 


Section 183—Ordinance No. 13 of the City 
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of Lansing entitled “‘An Ordinance to pro- 
tect the health of the City of Lansing, to 
prescribe regulations for the establishing, 
inspection and operation of abbattoirs and 
slaughter houses, the slaughter and the 
live and dead inspection of all animals to 
be used as food or offered for sale or sold 
for food, within corporate limits of the 
City of Lansing, and of the inspection of 
all food products, and prescribing the duties 
of the inspector of foods in connection 
therewith, and prescribing the penalty for 
the violation of said ordinance’, is hereby 
repealed. 


By Ald. Rogers—

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Rogers introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to Regulate the Sales and 
Distribution of Contraceptives within the 
City of Lansing. 


The People of the City of Lansing do 
Ordain: 


Section 1. It shall hereafter be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm, or corporation or 
association, to vend, sell or distribute in 
any manner whatsoever any article or 
medicinal preparation primarily manufac- 
tured for, or which may be used as con- 
traceptive, within the City of Lansing, 
except regularly licensed practitioners of 
medicine and/or registered pharmacists 
and/or non-profit sharing organizations in 
the field of social service. No person shall 
prescribe or designate in any manner the 
use of any such article or preparation, 
except licensed practitioners of medicine 
and/or registered pharmacists and/or non- 
profit sharing organizations in the field of 
social service, and it shall be unlawful to 
vend, sell or distribute any such articles 
or medicines on the streets, by means of 
machines, or by peddling, canvassing or 
soliciting from house to house. 


Section 2. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100.00, or may be imprisoned for 
not more than sixty days, or may be pun- 
ished by both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the Court: In case of 
sales by machines the owner of the ma- 
chine as well as the owner and occupier 
of the premises where the machine is lo- 
cated, shall be deemed a violator.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Mutz and read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE AND 
CONTROL THE ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR 
TRAFFIC WITHIN THE CITY OF 
J.ANSING; AND TO PROVIDE PENAL- 
TIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


MARCH 19, 1934 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this 
ordinance, “alcoholic liquor’ shall be con- 
strued to include any spirituous, vinous, 
malt, or fermented liquor, liquids and 
compounds, whether or not medicated, 
proprietary, patented, and by whatever 
names called, containing one-half of one 
per cent or more of alcohol by volume 
which are fit for use for beverage pur- 
poses. 


“Beer” is hereby defined and construed 
to mean any beverage obtained by alcoholic 
fermentation of an infusion or decoction of 
barley, malt, hops, and/or other cereal in 
potable water. 


“Wine” is hereby defined and construed 
to mean the product made by the normal 
aleoholic fermentation of the juice of 
sound, ripe grapes, or any other fruit with 
the usual cellar treatment, and containing 
not more than sixteen per cent of alcohol 
by volume. The term ‘wine’ includes 
fermented fruit juices other than grapes. 


“Spirits” are hereby defined and con- 
strued to mean any beverage containing 
alcohol obtained by distillation, mixed 
with potable water and other substances 
in solution, and includes, among _ other 
things, wine containing an alcoholic con- 
tent of over sixteen per cent by volume. 


“Person” shal] be construed to mean any 
person, ‘firm, partnership, association, or 
corporation. 


Sectioi 2. No person shall engage in 
the business of selling alcoholic liquor in 
the City of Lansing without first obtain- 
ing a license therefor, as required by the 
statutes of the State of Michigan. 


Section 3. No license for selling alco- 
holic liquor shall be approved by the City 
Council except under the following condi- 
tions: 


(a) Unless the person applying for a 
license, or each member of the partnership 
or the majority of the stockholders of the 
corporation holding a majority of the 
stock, shall be citizens of the United 
States and shall have been a resident in 
the City of Lansing for a period of six 
months immediately preceding the date 
that the application for license is filed. 


(b) Unless in the case of a class ‘‘A”’ 
restaurant, the appleant has had an estab- 
lished restaurant business at the address 
of his application for six months. 


(ec) Unless in the case of a class ‘‘A’’ 
restaurant or a beer garden or tavern’ lo- 
cated in a residential neighborhood, the 
consent by signed petition of at least 
fifty-one per cent of such residents for a 
distance of three blocks on each side of the 
street, shall have been first obtained and 
filed with the City Clerk. Said three 
blocks shall include the block where the 
proposed place of business is to be located 
and one block of each side and the block 
directly opposite across the street and one 
block on each side of same. 
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(d) Unless the City Council shall be of 
the opinion that the applicant is a fit per- 
son to operate under the license applied 
for. 


(e) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made are confined to the street 
level floor, commonly known as the first 
or ground floor. 


(f) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made, shall not be within five 
hundred feet of any church or other place 
of worship or school. 


Section 4. No person shall sell beer, 
and/or wine, and/or spirits for consump- 
tion on the premises within the City of 
Lansing without having obtained the ap- 
proval of the City Council of said city to 
an application for a license so to sell as 
required by the statutes of the State of 
Michigan. 


Section 5. No person, either directly 
or indirectly, by himself, clerk, agent, 
servant, or employee, shall at any time, 
sell, furnish, give or deliver any alcoholic 
liquor, other than beer, to any person, un- 
less such person shall have attained the 
age of twenty-one years; nor shall any 
beer be sold, furnished, given, or delivered 
to any person, unless he shall have attain- 
ed the age of eighteen years; nor. shall 
any person, ether directly or indirectly, 
by himself, clerk, agent, servant, or em- 
ployees, at any time, sell, furnish, give, or 
deliver any alcoholic liquor to any person 
who is intoxicated. 


Section 6. No person shall sell or per- 
mit to be sold on any premises owned, 
operated, or under his control, alcoholic 
liquor to any person for consumption on 
the premises, unless said person is seated 
at a table in said premises. No alcoholic 
liquor may be served over a bar for con- 
sumption thereat. 


Section 7 No _ person’ shall permit 
spirits to be consumed in any place, or on 
any premise; owned, operated, or  con- 
trolled. by him, and licensed under the laws 
of the State of Michigan to sell beer, 
and/or wine, and not licensed to sell 
spirits. 


Section 8. No person, either directly: or 
indirectly, by himself, his agent, servant, 
or employee, shall sell, give away, furnish, 
or permit to be drunk or consumed on the 
premises owned, operated or controlled by 
h'm and for which a license has _ been 
granted, by the State of Michigan, any 
a'coholic liquor between the hours of 12:00 
o’clock P.M. and 7:00 o’clock A.M., Eastern 
Stardard Time of each day, except that 
on Friday and Saturday. nights, said pro- 
hibitions and restrictions shall be in force 
and effect between the hours of 1:90 
e’clock A. M. and 7:00 o’clock A., M. 
Eastern Standard Time. 


Section 9. No gambling or card play- 
ine shall be permitted in any premises 
wherein alcoholic liquors are sold for con- 
sumption on said premises. No person 
shall permit the sale of spirits by the 
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glass for consumption on the premises. No 
dancing or floor shows shall be permitted 
on any premises for which a license has 
been issued for the sale of _ aleoholic 
liquors. This restriction, however, shall 
not prevent the furnishing of musical 
entertainment by means of an orchestra, 
or otherwise, to the persons patronizing 
such places. 


Section 10. No person having charge of 
any premises wherein alcoholic liquors 
may be sold for consumption on said prem- 
ises may erect or permit to be maintained, 
any booths, shades, screens, or curtains 
which will prevent a plain and _ unob- 
structed view of the entire interior of said 
premises from street or sidewalk available 
for use by the patrons thereof, and of the 
customers and patrons who frequent the 
same. All premises wherein alcoholic 
liquors are sold for consumption therein 
shall be adequately lighted by natural or 
artificial means to not less than three 
foot candles in the least illuminated por- 
tions of the room or rooms. 


Section 11. No person having the man- 
agement, ownership, or control of any 
premises in the City of Lansing, wherein 
alcoholic liquors are sold for consumption 
on said premises, shall permit the  dis- 
turbance of the peace and good order of 
the neighborhood by talking. laughing, 
boisterous conduct or otherwise; nor shall 
any person, or persons, frequenting such 
premises, make, or assist in making any 
noise, disturbance, or improper diversion, 
by which the peace and good order of the 
neighborhood is disturbed. No person 
having the management, ownership, or 
control, of any premises, wherein alco- 
holic liquors are sold for consumption on 
said premises. shall permit any one em- 
ployed in said business to drink alcoholic 
liquors with, visit or fraternize with any 
of the patrons of said establishment in 
said place of business. 


Section 12. No alcoholic liquor shall be 
consumed on the public streets, parks, or 
in any other vublic places, in the City of 
Lansing, not licensed to sell such alcoholic 
liquor for consumption on the premises. 


Section 18. Should any provision or 
section of this ordinance be held uncon- 
stitutonal or invalid, such holding shall not 
be’ construed as affecting the validity of 
any of the remaining provisions or  sec- 
tions, it being the intent that this ordi- 
nance shall stand, notwithstanding the in- 
validity of any provision or section. 


Section 14. Any person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this  ordi- 
nance, shall upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $100.00, 
and costs of prosecution or by imprison- 
ment, not to exceed ninety days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court.

It is proposed to amend Sections 145, 
™A§ and 147 of Chapter 8 to read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 145.° The city assessors. shall 
make and complete tax rolls of the several 
wards of the ctv, and shall carry out in 
appropriate columns opposite the s*veral 
descripticns of land in each ward, the 
ameunt due from each such d2scription of 
lard for all taxes assessel for the year, ex- 
cert state, county and school taxes and shall 
del‘'ver th>e sam’ to the city treasurer on 
or before the third Monday in July of each 
year, with their warrant attached to each 
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of said assessment rolls, under their hands, 
commanding the treasurer to collect with- 
in ninety days, from the several persons 
named in said rolls, opposite their respec- 
tive names, and pay the same into the city 
treasury to the credit of the several funds 
for which the assessments are made. The 
city treasurer shall allow the following 
discounts on city taxes, viz: three per cent 
if paid within thirty days; two per cent if 
paid within sixty days. The said war- 
rants shall authorize the city treasurer, 
in case any person' named in the assess- 
ment rolls shall neglect or refuse to pay 
his tax, to levy the same by distress and 
sale of goods and chattels of such per- 
son. The city treasurer shall give such 
notices for tha collection of taxes, on the 
city bulletin boards in each of the several 
wards as he may deem necessary. 


Section 146. The taxes so levied for 
city and ward purposes, shall be and re- 
main a lien upon the property on which 
the same was levied, from and after the 
third Monday in July, in like cases, and 
to the same extent, as taxes, required by 
law to be levied on property in th2 several 
tcwnships in this state are liens upon 
property; and on the first Monday of No- 
vember, after the expiration of the time 
named for the collection of such taxes, in 
the preceding section, the city treasurer 
shal] return a list of all such unpaid 
taxes, to the city council, and the city 
ecuncil shall direct the city assessors to 
carry into the next assessment roll for 
state, county and school purposes, all such 
delinquent taxes so returned, with a 
penalty of six cents for each dollar of the 
sum total of taxes assessed to each par- 
ticular description of land, or of _per- 
sonalty, in a column provided for that pur- 
pose, and all provisiéns of law respecting 
the return and sale of property, for the 
non-payment of taxes for state, county 
and township purposes, shall apply to th> 
return and sale of property, for the non- 
payment of such city taxes, excenvt as 
herein otherwise provided. Provided, that 
such penalty shall be computed from and 
after ninety days from the time such tax 
becomes a lien as provided in this sec- 
tion. Provided further, that the city coun- 
cil, in times of emergency may waive such 
penalty. All penalties collected und-r au- 
thority of this section, shall he credited to 
the contingent fund of the city. 

Section 147. The city assessors. shall 
make and complete as far as possible, tax 
rolls of the several wards of the city, in 
the manner and at the time provided for 
in the preceding sections, for the spread- 
ing thereon the amounts’ apportioned 
against the several wards for the state, 
county, and school taxes, and shall com- 
plete said rolls and deliver them to the 
city treasurer at the time prescribed by 
law for delivery of the township rolls to 
the township treasurer, and a copy to the 
citv clerk with his warrant attached to 
each of said assessment rolls, under his 
hand, commanding the city treasurer to 
collect frem the several persons named in 
the said rolls the several sums mentioned in 
tho total column of said rolls, opposite 
their respective names, and to retain in his 
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hands the amount receivable by law into 
the city treasury for the purposes herein 
specified; and to account for and pay 
over to the county treasurer, the amounts 
therin specified and collected for state and 
county purposes, on or before the first day 
of March next following, and the _ said 
warrant shall authorize the city treasurer, 
in case any person named in the assess- 
ment roll shall neglect or refuse to pay 
his tax, to levy the same by distress and 
sale of goods and chattels of such person. 
The city treasurer shall give such notices 
for the collection of taxes on the. city 
bulletin boards in each of the _ several 
wards as he may deem necessary. If any 
taxes shall remain uncollected on the 
thirty-first day of January each year the 
city treasurer shall thereafter collect four 
per cent penalty thereon, and all such 
penalties so collected shall be credited to 
the contingent fund. Provided, however, 
that the City Council, in times of emer- 
gency, may waive such penalty.

NANCE to license, regulate and set the 
rates of fare to be charged for the trans- 
portation of passengers for hire within 
the corporate limits of the City of Lan- 
sing by motor coach, motor bus, or other 
vehicular instrument or agency whether 
propelled by steam, electricity, internal 
combustion engine or any other self-contain- 
ed instrumentality or propulsion; to effect. 
such measures of regulation and prescribe 
sp.cifications for such vehicles, motor 
buses, motor coaches or other instrumen- 
tality as shall at all times protect the 
public health, safety and welfare of the 
citizens of Lansing. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF 
LANSING: 


Section 1. That on and after the ef- 
fective date of this Ordinanc-, all vehi- 
cles operated upon the streets, alleys or 
other public travel ways and areas of the 
City of Lansing offered or used for the 
transportation of passengers for hire, shall 
be provided with the following equipment, 
shall charge a rate of fare not to exceed 
that herein provided, and be subject to the 
regulations herinafter set forth. 


Section 2. The word ‘vehicle’ when 
used in this Ordinance shall mean any mo- 
tor coach, motor bus, or other vehicular 
instrument or agency whether propelled 
by steam, electricity, int rnal combustion 
engine, or other self-contained instrumen- 
tality of propulsion, except such vehicles 
commonly known as “‘taxicabs.”’ 


Windows 


Section 3. All windows, transoms, door 
windows, windshields, and rear vision mir- 
rors shall be of safety or shatter-proof 
glass. 


Heaters 


Section 4. All vehicles shall be proper- 
ly heated. No vehicle shall be heated by 
an exhaust gas heater, nor shall any heater 
be employ:d thereon which obtains heat. 
from exhaust gas or from a flame of com- 
a or by heater using inflammable 
fuel. 


Emergency Exists 
Section 5. Each and every vehicle shall 


be equipped with an emergency door or 
cxit, located at the rear or left side rear 


of such vehicle, and held shut when not: 


in use by an approved safety catch easily 
opened from the inside of the vehicle, such 
emergency door or exist to be at all times 
Slee in a usable and workable con- 
ition. 


Ventilation 


Section 6. Each and every vehicle shall 
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be equipped with adequate ventilators, 
such ventilators to be placed in the roof 
thereof, and in addition thereto, at least 
one ventilator shall be placed in the front 
of such vehicle to give proper ventilation 
to the driver or operator thereof. 


Exhaust 


Section 7. The exhaust from each and 
every vehicle shall be piped to a level with 
the rear roof thereof, outside and to the 
rear of the vehicle. 


Service Brakes 


Section 8. Each and every vehicle shall 
be equipped with efficient and usable ser- 
vice brakes, of sufficient capacity to cause 
decleration of such vehicle when progress- 
ing forward at a rate of speed of 20 miles 
per hour to come to a complete stop with- 
in 40 feet after application of such service 
brakes, vehicle to be loaded with a weight, 
equal to the seating capacity thereof multi- 
plied by 150 pounds, at the time of mak- 
ing such test. 


Emergency Brakes 


Section 9. Each and every vehicle shall 
be equipped with an efficient and usabl=> 
emergency brake, capable of holding such 
vehicle in a stationary position upon any 
grade or incline encountered upon any 
route in the City of Lansing upon which 
such vehicle shall bz operated, such vehi- 
ele to be loaded with a weight, equal to 
the seating capacity thereof multiplied by 
150 pounds, at the time of making such 
test. 


Insurance 


Section 10. Any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or copartnership offering such vehi- 
eles for transporation for passengers for 
hire upon the streets, alleys or other pub- 
lic travel ways and areas of the City of 
Lansing, shall forthwith file with the City 
Clerk of the C:ty of Lansing; and continue 
to keep in full force and effect during the 
continuance of the operation of such vehi- 
cle or vehicles, a bond or bonds of _in- 
demnity, and/cr a-policy or policies of in- 
surance covering the protection of persons 
or/and property against loss by virtue 
of the operation of such vehicle or vehi- 
cles, such bond or bonds, policy or policies, 
to be in th: principal sum or sums of not 
less than $5000.00 for the injury or death 
of any one person in any one accident, 
nor less than the sum of $20,000.00 for the 
injuries or deaths of all persons in any one 
accident, such bond or bonds, policy or 
policies to also cover damave to property 
in any one accid nt in the amount of not 
less than $2000.00. 


Stanchions and Hand-Holds 


Section 11. Each vehicle shall be equip- 
ped with metal stanchions placed at the 
right and at the left of the entrance door 
thereof within reach of passengers alight- 
ing from or cntering such vehicles; each 
vehicle shall be equipped with a metal 
grip or hand-hold upon the top of the back 
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of each seat on the aisle side thereof; each 
vehicle shall be equipped with a metal 
grab rail securely fastened to the ceiling 
thereof in such a position that standees 
in the vehicle may hold on to same. 


Bombs 


Section 12. Each and every vehicle shall 
at all times be equipped with metal bombs 
in usable condition, such bombs to be in 
all respect; similar to those required and 
approved by the Michigan Public Utilities 
Commission, such bombs to be lighted and 
placed by the driver or operator of such 
vehicle one each a distance of 100 feet to 
the front and 100 feet to the rear of such 
vehicle, in case such vehicle shall become 
stalled, during the hours between sunset 
and sunrise, upon the streets, alleys or 
cther public travel ways and areas of the 
City of Lansing. 


Cleanliness and Sanitation 
Section 18. Each and_ every’ vehicle 
shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary 
condition, both inside and out. 
Interior Lighting 


Srxction 14. Each and _ every’ vehicle 
shall be equipped in the interior thereof 


with at least four ceiling lights, each of 


same to be of not less than 15 candle 
power, such lights to be maintained at all 
times in usable condition. 


Exterior Lighting 


Section 15. Each and every vehicle shall 
be equipped with a stop light in the rear 
thereof, which shall be illuminated by the 
application of the service and/or emer- 
gency brakes and shall show the word 
“STOP” thereon, such stop light to be not 
less than four inches in d:ameter ;each and 
every vehicle shall be equipped with a tail 
light and two head lights, all of the said 
lights to be kept burning continuously, 
with the exception of the stop light, be- 
tween the hours of sunset and = sunrise 
while the vehicle shall be in operation 
upon the streets, alleys or other public 
travel ways and areas of the City of Lan- 
sing. 


First Aid Kits 


Section 16. Each and_ every’ vehicle 
shall be equipped with a first aid kit suffi- 
cient in equipment and supplies to render 
first aid to at least ten persons, such first 
aid kit to mest in all particulars the re- 
quirements of the Michigan Public Utili- 
ties Commission. 


Routes and Schedules 
Section 17. The routes and schedules to 
be maintained and operated shall at all 
times be under the control and rulation of 
the City Council of the City of Lansing, 
as authorized by the Charter of the city. 
Drivers or Operators 


Section 18. All drivers or operators of 
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such vehicles shall be of the required legal 
age for the operation of motor vehicles 
provided by the Statutes of the State of 
Michigan and shall possess and display 
upon the vehicle when such vehicle is be- 
ing driven or operated by him, a metal 
tab or card which shall show the number 
allotted to him by the owner thereof and 
also the name of such driver or operator; 
he shall at all times when driving or op- 
erating such vehicle have upon his person 
or in his immediate possession the card or 
certificate issued by the State of Michigan 
or other issuing body licensing him to 
drive or operate such vehicle; each and 
every driver while engaged in driving or 
operating such vehicle shall display upon 
his hat or cap and upon the left breast of 
his outer garment, the name of the owner 
of such vehicle and the number allotted 
to him by such owner. 


Enforcement 


Section I9. The Chief of Police and 
the various members of his staff are here- 
by authorized and it shall be their duty to 
inspect and examine such vehicles, and he 
and they shall have and hereby are given 
the right and privilege to enter upon and 
into all such vehicles for the purpose of 
discovering if they are being operated and 
In all respects correspond to the regula- 
tions and specifications imposed hereby. 


License Fees 


Section 20. The license fees for such 
vehicles shall be the same, viz., ‘five ($5.00) 
dollars for each passenger according to the 
seating capacity’’ as provided in ORDT- 
NANCE No. 95, Section 2, thereof. All 
licenses for such vehicles shall expire one 
year from the date thereof. 


Penalty 


Section 2ft. Any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or copartnership violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall upon 
conviction thereof be subject to a fine not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 
or imprisonment in the county jail for @ 
period not exceeding ninetv (90) days, or 
both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 


Repealing Clause 


Section 22. All Ordinances or parts of 
Ordinances licensing, regulating and seft- 
ting the rats of fares for the transpor- 
tation of passengers for hire, with the 
exception of Ordinance No. 17 entitled ‘““AN 
ORDINANCE to ITiecense and regulate taxi- 
cab owners and taxicab drivers, to pre- 
scribe conditions . ete.,” insofar as 
they shall be in conflict with or superseded 
by the provisions of this Ordinance, are 
hereby repealed. 


Validity 


Section 28. Should the Courts of this 
City, or of the State of Michigan, or. of 
the United States, declare any part, sec- 
fion, or provision of this Ordinance in- 
valid, or in conflict with any other provi- 
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sion of this Ordinance, or of any other Or- 
dinance, then such decision shall affect. 
only that part, section or provision so 
passed upon, but shall not affect any other 
part, section or provision ef this Ordin- 
ance.

ORDINANCES 


The Ordinance Committee introduced the 
following Ordinance, which was read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE 
AND CONTROL THE ALCOHOLIC 
LIQUOR TRAFFIC WITHIN THE CITY 
OF LANSING; AND TO PROVIDE 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this 
ordinance, ‘‘aleoholic liquor’? shall be con- 
strued to include any spirituous, vinous, 
malt, or fermented liquor, liquids and com- 
pounds, whether or not medicated, pro- 
prietary, patented, and by whatever names 
called, containing one-half of one per cent 
or more of alcohol by volume which are 
fit for use for beverage purposes. 


“Beer” is hereby defined and construed 
to mean any beverage obtained by alco- 
holic fermentation of an infusion or de- 
coction of barley, malt, hops, and/or other 
cereal in potable water. 


“‘Wine’’ is hereby defined and construed 
to mean the product made by the normal 
alcoholic fermentation of the juice of 
sound, ripe grapes, or any other fruit with 
the usual cellar treatment, and containing 
not more than sixtzen per cent of alcohol 
by volume. The term ‘wine’ includes 
fermented fruit juices other than grapes. 


‘“Spirits’”” are hereby defined and con- 
strued to mean any beverage containing 
alcohol obtained by distillation, mixed 
with potable water and other substances in 
solution, and includes, among other things, 
wine containing an alcoholic content of 
over sixteen per cent by volume. 


**Porson” shall be construed to mean any 
person, firm, partnership, association, or 
corporation. 
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} “Residential neighborhood” is hereby de- 
Hined to mean any locality where thirty 
er cent of the buildings within a radius 
f four hundred feet from a proposed site, 
re used exclusively for residential pur- 
oses. 


“Carbaret” shall mean any space, struc- 
ure, building, or other place, enclosed or 
nenclosed herein food and/or beer, 
hiskey, wine or other spirituous liquor 
lare served for consumption on the prem- 
ises, including restaurants as defined in 
Section 2 of Article 2 of the Public Acts 
of the State of Michigan of the Extra Ses- 
sion of 1933, and wherein patrons are 
rovided with entertainment and/or space 
or dancing. 


Section 2. No porson shall engage in 
the business of selling alcoholic liquor in 
the City of Lansing without first obtain- 
ing a license therefor, as required by the 
statutes of the State of Michigan. 


Section 3. No license for selling alco- 
holic liquor shall be approved by the City 
Council except under the following condi- 
tions: 


(a) Unless the person applying for a 
license, or each member of the partnership 
or the majority of the stockholders of the 
corporation holding a maority of the 
stock, shall be citizens of the United 
States and shall have been resident in the 
City of Lansing for a period of six months 
Jimmediately preceding the date that the 
application for license is filed. ; 


(b) Unless in the case of a class “A’”’ 
restaurant, the applicant had had. an 
established restaurant business in the City 
of Lansing for six months immedately 
preceding the time of the application. 


(c) Unless in the case of a class “A” 
restaurant or a beer garden, tavern or 
cabaret located in a residential neighbor- 
hood, there be filed with the city clerk, 
the written consent, sixty per cent of the 
property owners according to total front- 
age on any public street within a radius 
of four hundred feet of the site of the 
proposed place of business. 


(d) Unless the City Counc‘! shall be of 
the opinion that the applicant is a fit per- 
rt to operate under the license applied 
or. 


(e) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made are confined to the street 
level floor, commonly known as the first or 
ground floor, exc-pt where said premises 
are located within the fire limts of the 
city. 


(f) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made shall not be within five 
hundred feet of any church or other place 
of worship or school located outside of the 
fire limits of the City of Lansing. 


Section 4. No person sha!l sell beer, 
Jand/or wine, and/or spir’ts for consump- 
tion on the premises within the City of 
Lansing without having obtained the ap- 
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proval of the City Council of said city to 
an application for a license so to sell as 
required by the statutes of the State of 
Michigan. 


Section 5. No person holding a license 
for the sale of alcohole liquor shall en- 
gage in such business in a location other 
than that for which the license was ap- 
proved without first obtaining the consent 
of the City Council. 


Section 6. No person, either’ directly 
or indirectly, by himself, clerk, agent, 
servant, or employee, shall at any_ time, 
sell, furnish, give or deliver any alcoholic 
liquor, other than beer, to any person, 
unl2ss such person shall have attained the 
age of twenty-one years; nor shall any 
beer be sold, furnished, given, or delivered 
to any person, unless he shall have attain- 
ed the age of eighteen years; nor shall 
any person, either directly or indirectly, 
by himself, clerk, agent, servant, or em- 
ployees, at any time, sell, furnish, give, or 
deliver any alcoholic liquor to any person 
who is intoxicated. 


Sectfon 7. No person shall sell or per- 
mit to be sold on any premises owned, 
operated, or under his control, alcoholic 
liquor to any person for consumption on 
the premises, unless said person is seated 
at a table in said premises. No alcoholic 
liquor may be served over a bar for con- 
sumption thereat. 


Section 8. No person. shall permit 
spirits to be consumed in any place, or on 
any premises owned, operated, or controlled 
by him, and licensed under the laws of the 
State of Michigan to sell beer, and/or 
wine, and not licensed to sell spirits. 


Section 9. No person shall permit the 
sale of spirits by the glass for consump- 
tion on the premises. No dancing or 
floor shows shall be permitted on any prem- 
ises for which a license has been issued 
for the sale of alcoholic liquors, unless a 
license to operate a cabaret shall have been 
obtained from the City of Lansing. 


Section 10. No person having charge of 
any premises wherein alcoholic liquors may 
be sold for consumption on said premises 
may erect or permit to be maintained, 
any booths, shades, screens, or curtains 
which will prevent a plain and _ unob- 
structed view of the entire interior of said 
premis2s from street or sidewalk avail- 
able for use by the patrons thereof, and of 
the customers and patrons who frequent 
the same. All premises wherein alcoholic 
liquors are sold for consumption therein 
shall be adequately lighted by natural or 
artificial means to not less than three foot 
candles in the least illuminated portions of 
the room or rooms. 


Section 11. No alcoholic liquor shall be 
consumed in the public streets, parks, or 
in any other public places, in the City of 
Lansing, not licensed to sell such alcoholic 
liquor for consumption on the premises. 


. Section 12. Should any provision or sec- 
tion of this ordinance be held unconstitu- 
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tional or invalid, such holding shall not be 
construed as affecting the validity of any 
of the remaining provisions or sections, it 
being the intent that this ordinance shall 
stand, notwithstanding the invalidity of 
any provision or section. 


Section 18. Any person who shall vio- 
late any of the provisions of this  ordi- 
nance, shall upon conviction thereof, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $100.00, 
and costs of prosecution or by imprison- 
ment, not to exceed ninety days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 


ORDINANCE

AN ORDINANCE TO CONTROL, 
REGULATE AND LICENSE CABARETS 
IN THE CITY OF LANSING, AND TO 
PROVIDE A PENALTY FOR THE VIO- 
LATION THEREOF. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordi- 
nance the term “cabaret”? shall mean any 
space, structure, building or other place, 
enclosed, or unenclosed, wherein food 
and/or beer, whiskey, wine or other 
spirtuous liquor is served on the premises 
including restaurants as defined in Section 
9 of Act 2 of the Public Acts of the 
State of Michigan of the Extra Session of 
1938, and wherein patrons are provided 
with entertainment and/or space for danc- 
ing. 


“Cabaret operator’ shall be deemed to 
mean any person, firm, corporation or as- 
sociation operating a cabaret as_herein- 
before defined. 


Section 2. No person, firm, corporation 
or association shall keep, maintain or op- 
erate a cabaret as hereinbefore defined 
without first having obtained a license 
therefor. 


Section 8. All applications for licenses 
shall be made on a form’ provided for that 
purpose by the city clerk, setting forth a 
description of the place wherein it is pro- 
pdsed to operate such cabaret, the name or 
names of the persons interested in said 
business and the place of residence of the 
applicant. Such application shall also 
eontain an agreement by which the appli- 
cant consents and agrees that any member 
of the Police Department or Fire Depart- 
ment, Inspectors of the Hea'th Department 
and Inspectors of the Department of 
Buildings, or other officers of the City of 
Lansing may enter and inspect any part 
of such premises including the locked por- 
tions thereof, and shall also contain an 
agreement that the applicant will abide 
by and comply with the laws of the United 
States and the State of Michiran and th2 
rules and regulations of the Liquer Con= 
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trol Commission relative to the sale of 
alcoholic liquors. 


Section 4. Upon the filing of such ap- 
plication the Chief of Police or such other 


officer as shall be designated by him shall. 


cause an examination to be made of the 
place where it is proposed to operate such 
cabaret and shall investigate the habits 
and moral character of the applicant, in 
order to determine whether the applicant 
is a proper person to conduct such busi- 
ness. 


Secton 5. No such license shall be 
issued unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made complies with all the 
laws and ordinances of the State of Michi- 
gan and the City of Lansing, and all! rules 
and regulations of the Building Depart- 
ment, Police Department, Board of Health 
and Fire Department, and in the opinon 
of the City Council, is a safe and proper 
place to operate such business, nor shall 
any license be issued unless the applicant. 
is of good moral character and is a suit- 
able person to conduct and operate’ such 
cabaret, and is a bonafide operator or 
owner of such cabaret, nor unless the ap=- 
plicant is a citizen of the United States 
and a resident of the City of Lansing for 
at least six months next preceding the fil- 
ing of the application, and, in case of a 
corporation, unless the majority of the 
shares of stock are owned by citizens of 
the United States. 


Section 6. No license shall be granted to 
any applicant owing any personal taxes to 
the City of Lansing, or who makes use 


of or contemplates the use in such cabaret.’ 


of any such personal property, fixtures or 
effects upon which any personal property 
taxes are owing. 


Section 7. The fee for each license for 
each place of business shall be $50.00 for 
each year. Every license shall expire on 
May ist of each year and pro rata credit. 
shall be given for all licenses already is- 
sued to such businesses and paid for. 


Section 8. The council may refuse to 
issue a license to the proprietor or lessee 
or manager of any cabaret, and may fre- 
voke any license already issued to any 
such proprietor or lessee or manager for 
any good and satisfactory reason. The 
city council shall revoke any license al- 
ready issued to the proprietor or lessee or 
manager of any cabaret upon proof of the 
violation by any such proprietor or lessee 
or manager of anv statute of the State of 
Michigan for which violation a fine may 
be imposed or a sentence to imprisonment 
in a state prison may attach or be im- 
posed, or for which violation a sentence 
to confinement in the County Jail may at- 
tach cr be imposed: and the city council 
shall revoke any license already issued to 
the proprietor or lessee or manager of 
any cabaret upon proof of the violation of 
any ordinance of the City of Lansing 
rerulating, controlling or in any way re- 
lating to th2 construction of any such 
cabaret or of any ordinance regulatine, 
controlling or in any wav relating to health 
sanitation, fire protection or the public

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ace or for the violaton of any of the 
ovisions of this ordinance. 


Section 9. (a) No cabaret shall be per- 
itted to operate between the hours of 2 
. M. and 7:00 A, M., Eastern Standard 
ime. 


(b) No licensee, by himself or another, 
all permit his establishment to become 
place for thieves, prostitutes, procurers, 
agrants or other disorderly persons’ to 
ongregate, loiter or resort. 


(c) No licensee, by himself or another, 
hall permit any gambling in his place 
If business or permit the placing or use of 
ny gambling apparatus or paraphernalia 
im or about his premises, nor shall any 
icense> permit any disorderly conduct or 
wd, obscene or immoral language, ex- 
ibition, dancing or entertainment on his 
remises, nor shall he permit any other 
onduct likely to corrupt the morals of 
Fouth. 


(d) It shall be unlawful for any licensee, 
y himself or another, to permit the use 
f so-called “dim lights’? and such licensee 
hall make use of bright lights at all times 
Ruring such hours when lighting may be 
ecessary. 


(e) No licensee licensed under the terms 
f the Liquor Act of the State of Michigan, 
o sell beer, wine and/or spirits and also 
icensed hereunder, shall permit any minors 
nder the age of twenty-one in or about 
he rooms set aside for dancing or rooms 
adjacent thereto. 


(f) No licensee, by himself or another, 
hall permit any intoxicated person or per- 
ons under the influence of intoxicating 
iquors to dance or loiter in his place or 
stablishment. 


(~) No licensee, by himself or another, 
hall permit any dancing in any space ex- 
cept in such space especially set aside for 
dancing and approved for such use by the 
Chief of Police. 


(h) No. screens, shades, partitions, 
booths, the height of which extend more 
than forty-two (42) inches from the floor, 
or other obstructions shall be permitted in 
a place where beer, wine and/or _ spirits 
Jare sold for consumption on the premises. 


Section 10. The Chief of Police is here- 
by authorized to make any other rules and 
fregulations governing the maintenance and 
operation of any cabaret. Failure to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed good and sufficient cause 
ifor the summary suspension by the city 
council of the licens2 of the licensee until 
such time as a hearing may be had upon 
an application for the revocation of such 
license. 


Section 11. Any person, firm or corpo- 
ration violating any of the provisons of 
this ordinance shall, upon conviction there- 
of, be punished by a fine of not more than 
One Hundred Dollars ($100.09), or im- 
prisonment for a period of not more than 
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ninety (90) days, or both such fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 12 of the Ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
control the alcoholic liquor traffic within 
the City of Lansing, and to provide penal- 
ties for the violation thereof’’, is hereby 
repealed. 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 9 
of the Ordinance entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance 
to control, regulate and license cabarets 
in the City of Lansing, and to provide 
a penalty for the violation thereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 9 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to control, regu- 
late and license cabarets in the City of 
Lansing, and to provide a penalty for the 
violation thereof’’, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 9. (a) No cabaret shall be per- 
mitted to operate between the hours of 
2 A. M. and 7:00 A. M. Eastern Standard 
Time. 


(b) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall permit his establishment to become 
a place for thieves, prostitutes, procurers, 
vagrants or other disorderly persons to 
congregate, loiter or resort. 


(c) No licensee, by himself or another, 
shall pormit any gambling in his place 
of business or permit the placing or use 
of any gambling apparatus or parapher- 
nalia in or about h‘s premises, nor shall 
any licensee permit any disorderly con- 
duct or lewd, cbscene or immoral language, 
exhibition, dancing or entertainment on 
his premises, nor shall he permit any 
other conduct likely to corrupt the morals 
of youth. 


(d) It shall be unlawful for any lie 
censee, by himself or another, to permit 
the use of so-called “‘dim lights’? and such 
licensee shall make use of bright lights 
at all times during such hours when 
lighting may be necessary. 
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(e) No licensee licensed under the terms 
of the Liquor Act of the State of Michi- 
gan, to sell beer, wine and/or spirits and 
also licensed hereunder, shall pemit any 
minors under the age of eighteen in or 
about the rooms set aside for dancing 
or rooms adjacent thereto. 


(f) No licenses, by himself or another, 
shall permit any intoxicated person or 
persons under the influence of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to dance or loiter in his place 
or establishment. 


(zg) No licensee, by himself or anoth>r, 
shall permit any dancing in any space 
except in such space especially set aside 
for dancing and approved for such use 
by the Chief of Police. 

(h) Persons having charge of any 
premises where alcoholic liquors shall be 
sold for consumption on said premises 
shall at all times keep the front windows 
clear of curtains screens, or objects 
which would tend to obstruct vision into 
the establishment from the front and out- 
side of the premises. No booths or private 
rooms shall be permitted which are com- 
pletely enclosed, or capable of being per- 
manently or temporarily completely en- 
closed or locked. All prem‘ses where any 
alcoholic liquor shall be sold for consump- 
tion therein shall be adequately ents 
by natural or artificial means.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Busch introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE 
AND CONTROL FOOD ESTABLISH- 
MENTS SELLING BEER FOR CON- 
SUMPTION ON THE PREMISES. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section I. The purpose of this ordi- 
nance is to regulate the cleaning and 
sterilization of all equipment used by 
food establishments serving beer to the 
public for consumption on the premises 
and to provide general regulations for 
conducting of their business as is neces- 
sary to protect the health of the public. 


Section 2. All drinking glasses, mugs, 
steins and cups must be thoroughly wash- 
ed and sterilized immediately after each 
individual use by either of the following 
methods: (a) Rinse thoroughly in cold 
water and then soak in a chlorine steril- 
ization, containing at all times at least 
200 parts per million of available chlo- 
rine, for at least one minute. (b) Rinse 
thoroughly and then scald with boiling 
water. (c) Rinse thoroughly and _ then 
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expose to super-heated steam for at least 
one minute. 


Section 8. All beer coils must be thor- 
oughly washed and sterilized at least 
twice a week, by any of the mechanical 
washing machines approved by the Health 
Department, 


Section 4. If beer is sold to both men 
and women, two toilets must be provided. 


Section 5. All tables must be kept clean 
at all times. 


Section 6. Waitresses shall be supplied 
with clean towels at all times. 


Section 7. All food establishments sell- 
ing beer ust have an adequate supply 
of hot running water. 


Section 8. A rating card shall be pro- 
vided by the Health Department. This 
card shall be displayed in a conspicuous 
place in the dining room. 


Section 9. All draught beer must be 
drawn within view of the public. 


Section 10. If any section of this ordi- 
nance be declared unconstitutional, the 
same shall not effect any other section of 
this ordinance and shall not effect the 
validity of the same. 


Section 11. The City Board of Health 
may from time to time adopt such other 
sanitary rules and regulations, not incon- 
sistant with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance as it may deem necessary to gov- 
ern the sale of beer and the _ inspection 
of the food establishments licensed to sell 


beer. Any person violating any of the. 


provisions of this ordinance or any of the 
rules or regulations of the Board of 
Health passed in pursuance of same, upon 
conviction, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500) or 
by imprisonment not to exceed ninety 
days, or bv both such fine and imprison- 
ment in the discretion of the court, and 
each day any person or persons shall vio- 
late the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed a separate offense.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Shaw introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to prohibit the use of 
the Public Streets of the City of Lansing 
for the Conducting of Certain Private 
Business Thereon, commonly known as 
“Curb Service.” 
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The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, or corporation to use the 
public streets in the City of Lansing for 
the purpose of furnishing curb service 
as herein defined. 


Section 2. “Curb Service’ is defined as 
the use of the public streets by a person, 
firm or corporation engaged in business in 
any store building for the sale or the so- 
licitation of sales of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise from such store. 


Section 3. Any person or persons, firm 
or corporation violating any of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance shall, on convic- 
tion, be punished by a fine of not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or by im- 
prisonment in the city jail of the City 
of Lansing for 2 period not exceeding 
ninety days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment, in the discretion of the’ mag- 
istrate before whom such conviction may 
be had. 


Ald. Rogers introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 36 of 
the Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets 
of the City of Lansing and repealing Or- 
dinance No. 35 and all other ordinances 
and sections of ordinances in conflict here- 
with.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 36 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets of the City of Lan- 
sing and repealing Ordinance No. 35 and 
all other ordinances and sections of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith’ is hereby 
amended to read as follows:

Section 1 of the Ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
license hawking, peddling and street vend- 
ing, and to prohibit persons from hawk- 
ing, peddling or vending goods, wares, 
merchandise, drugs, fruits, vegetables, 
food stuffs and services within the limits 
of the City of Lansing without a license,’’ 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall engage in the busines of hawk- 
ing, peddling or vending at wholesale or 
reiail any goods, wares, merchandise, 
drugs, fruits, vegetables, food stuffs and 
services from door to door or upon. the 
streets, alleys and public places, or to any 
hctel, or rooming house,.on foot or with 
a push cart or other vehicle or convey- 
ance, either by sample or by taking orders 
therefore for delivery at the time or in 
the future without first having obtained a 
license therefor as in this ordinance pro- 
vided. 


The business of hawking, peddling or 
vending. for the purpcses of this ordi- 
nance shall include selling or offering for 
sale at wholesale or retail any of the 
classes of commodities in this section men- 
ticned, by sample or by taking orders, or 
othewise, for delivery at the time or in the 
future. It shall include those who travel 
about the city, during the conduct of 
the business herein mentioned, on foot, or 
with a pushcart or vehicle, and those who 
sell from (temporary) stands in or about 
the public street, and those persons, not 
growers, who purchase for sale on city 
market. Provided that this ordinance 
shall not apply to the acts of persons sell- 
ing products produced, grown or manu-~ 
factured by their own labor. And further 
provided that the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall not be applied in such manner 
as to unlawfully interfere with interstate 
commerce. 


The city clerk is hereby authorized and 
directed to have application for license 
blanks printed with a copy of this ordi- 
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nance, and the amendments hereof print- 
ed thereon. Such license shall not be 
transterable, and the person, firm, or 
corporation procuring such license _ shal] 
be deemed responsible for all transactions 
had thereunder. 


Any person, firm or corporation desir- 
ing to procure a license under this ordi- 
nance shall first make out and file with 
the city clerk, a written application stat- 
ing the full name, permanent and local 
address of said applicant. 


The period or length of time it is pro- 
90sed to operate under such license, and 
shall state in detail the particular goods, 
wares, merchandise, drugs, fruits, vege- 
tables, food stuffs or services which said 
applicant proposes to vend under the terms 
»f said lisense; and no other goods, wares, 
merchandise, drugs, fruits, vegetables, 
food stuffs, or services than such as is 
1amed in such application shall] be vended 
ind sold under the terms of said license.

to deliver, a loaf of bread, unless it con- 
tains the amount of bread herein, required 
and no more. When bread commonly 
known as “twin” loaves or ‘‘multiple’’ 
loaves, is baked, each unit of the loaf 
shall conform to the weight required by 
this act: Provided, however, that a vari- 
ation or tolerance of one ounce in excess 
or one ounce in deficiency per pound for 
the weights provided for in this act be 
allowed. The weithts herein specified 
shall be construed to mean net weight, 
at any time within eight hours after the 
same shall have been sold or offered for 
sale, and provided further, that when 
any allowance in the weight shall be 
claimed on account of any bread having 
been sold or offered for sale more than 
eight hours as aforesaid, the burden of 
proof in respect thereto shall be upon the 
person, firm or corporation, charged with 
offending this ordinance. The correct 
weight of the bread contained therein 
shall be printed on each wrapper in char- 
acters at least one-eighth inch in height.

AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT, made and entered 
into this 11th day of June, 1934, by and 
between the City of Lansing, Michigan, a 
municipal corporation, party of the first 
part, and the Medical Society of Ingham 
County, party of the second part: 


WITNESSETH : 


First. That in consideration of the 


_ covenants and agreements herein  speci- 


fied to be performed by the parties to this 
contract, it is agreed by the second party 
hereto that it will designate and employ 
from its members the necessary physicians 
and surgeons and provide such medical 
and surgical care and treatment for the 
indigent poor patients of the City of Lan- 
sing that may be placed in approved hos- 
pitals of said City upon the orders of said 
city. That such medical and_ surgical 
care and treatment and services are to be 
given for one year from the date of the 
execution of this contract by the party of 
the second part, to the indigent sick while 
confined in said hospitals. In considera- 
tion of such services herein described to be 
performed under this contract, the party 
of the first part agrees to pay to the party 
of the second part the sum of $7,200.00 as 
compensation for the same for a period of 
one year, the same to be paid not oftener 
than in monthly payments and upon pre- 
sentation of bills therefore. 


Second. It is further agreed that the 
party of the first part shall pay to the 
party of the second part for the hospital 
eare of the Afflicted Children as defined 
by Act No. 274 of 1913 and amended by 
Act No. 248 of 19838, and further amend- 
ed by the legislation of 1984, at the rate 
of $4.50 per day. 


Third. It is also agreed that said party 
of the second part is to furnish the neces- 
sary medical care and attention for the 


indigent sick of the City of Lansing, and ° 


surgical services therefore, for all indi- 
gent maternity or obstetrical cases that 
are to be designated by said party of the 
first part to said second party, and in the 
homes of said indigent, and the second 
party is to have as compensation therefor, 
the sum of $15.00 for each such case to be 
paid to said society upon presentation of 
claim during the term of this contract. 


Fourth. It is further agreed bv said 
party of the second part that in all cases 
of indigents who have been placed in any 
of the apvroved hospitals of the City of 
Lansing that second party shall give the 
same medical and surgical attention, and 
further agrees to clear the same from the 
hospital expeditiously as is possible, con- 
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sidering the progress of recovery and that 
said patients will not be retained in said 
hospital further than is necessary for 
their proper medical and surgical treat- 
ment. 


Fifth. It is further understood that 
said party of the second part agrees to 
furnish the necessary transportation for 
the physicians and surgeons located in the 
City of Lansing in the performance of the 
duties herein designated, and for’ the 
carrying out of any of the provisions of 
this contract, except the transportation 
of ie indigent sick to and from the hos- 
pital. 


Sixth. The indigent sick is hereby de- 
fined to include such persons as have been 
designated by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing as persons who are suffering 
from illness and are unable to pay for the 
privileges and services of physicians and 
surgeons, and who shall be placed for that 
reason, in one of the approved hospitals 
of the City of Lansing, as designated by 
the City Council of said city, or by those 
who are authorized by the city to declare 
same eligible to hospital services. 


Seventh. It is understood that any 
patient to whom the city looks for pay- 
ment of hospital or medical expenses in 
the future, do not fall under this classi- 
fication. 


This contract shall be effective from 
May ist, 1934, to April 80th, 1935.

green or ‘“‘Go’’ is shown alone. 


(b) The driver of a vehicle or the mo- 
torman of a street car intending to turn 
to the right or left at an_ intersection 
where traffic is controlled by traffic con- 
trol signals or by a police officer’ shall 
proceed to make either turn with proper 
care to avoid accident and upon the 
“Go’”’ signal, unless otherwise directed by 
a police officer or by official traffic signs 
or special signals.

27.19 of Article 27 of the Building Code. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. Sec. 27.19 of Article 27 of the 
Building Code is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 27.19. BANNER SIGNS: All 
temporary banner signs, except banner 
signs that are suspended across a street, 
must be placed flat against a marquise, 
an existing sign, or against the wall of a 
building and may be of cloth with or 
without wood frames but shall not exceed 
the area of one hundred (100) square feet; 
provided, however, that such banner signs 
shall not be permitted to obstruct any 
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door, window, fire escape or exit. Banner 
signs that are suspended across street 
shall not have a wooden frame and shall 
be supported by a sufficient size manilla 
rope. Such signs shall have holes of am- 
ple size in sign to reduce wind pressure. 
Permits for such banner signs shall ex- 
pire thirty (30) days after date of issue. 


Banner signs suspended across the street. 


shall not bear poltical or business adver- 
tisting. No banner sign shall be suspend- 
ed across the street without consent of the 
City Council.

We, the undersigned qualified electors of 
the City of Lansing, in the State of Mich- 
igan, residing in the ward and at the ad- 
dress set opposite our respective names, 
hereby submit to the City Council the fol- 
lowing ordinance, and request the said 
ordinance be submitted to a vote of the 
people if not passed by the City Councii: 


The City of Lansing ordains: 


Section 1. The City of Lansing, by its 
Board of Water and Electric Light Com- 
missioners, shall purchase natural gas 
either at the ec.ty limits or at the wells in 
the field, and supply the same to  con- 
sumers within its corporate limits at a 
price not to exceed seventy-five cents per 
one thousand cubic feet. If six thousand 
cubic feet or more is used during any 
calendar month by a consumer sixty per 
cent of the price thereof shall be deducted 
from all gas used over four thousand cubic 
feet per month. The first four thousand 
cubic feet used by any consumer shail be 
designated as domestic gas and all gas in 
excess thereof shall be designated as fuel 
gas. Commercial gas used by industrial 
concerns shall be sold at a price of five 
cents per one thousand cubic feet over the 
actual cost to the city. 


Section 2. After the payment of oper- 
ating expenses and the requirements of a 
sinking fund for the retirement of capital 
investment and interest charges thereon, 
the money derived from the sale of nat- 
ural gas shall be paid into the contingent 
fund of the city. 


Section 8. In the construction of the 
works necessary for the furnishing of nat- 
ural gas the minimum wages paid to labor 
shall be not less than sixty cents an hour 
for a six day week and a five hour day. 
All work shall be done by hand labor in- 
sofar as possible. 


Section 4. Application shall be made to 
the Federal Government for _ sufficient 
funds for the construction of pipe lines 
and mains and other works necessary to 
be provided. Sealed bids, accompanied by 
good and sufficient bonds, shall be request- 
ed from contractors for the construction 
of the necessary works. 


Section 5. The maximum cost of con- 
structing pipe lines and mains shall not 
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exceed $2,600,000 within the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing, and shall 
not exceed $1,200,000 rye ian of the City 
of Lansing.

Ald. Rogers introduced the following 
Ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE to amend Sections 16, 
29, 86 and 62 of th2 Ordinance entitled 
“An Ordinance regulating traffic upon the 
public streets of the City of Lansing and 
repealing Ordinance No. 35 and all other 
ordinances and sections of ordinances in 
conflic; herewith.’’ 


The City of Lansing ordains: 
Section 1. Sections 16, 29, 86 and 62 of 


the ordinance entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance 
regulating traffic upon the public streets 
eo 
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of the City of Lansing and repealing Or- 
dinance No. 35 and all other ordinances and 
sections of ordinances in conflict herewith,” 
are amended to read as follows: 


Left Turn Prohibited 


Section 16. The driver of a vehicle shall 
not make a left turn at the following in- 
tersections: 


Washington Avenue at the intersections 
of Ottawa Street, Michigan Avenue, Al- 
legan Street, Washtenaw Street and Kala- 
mazoo Street. 


Signs shall be erected and maintained 
designating the provisions of this section. 


Stopping Prohibited in Specified Places 


Section 29. It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of a vehicle to stop, stand or park 
such vehicle in any of the following places, 
except when necessary to avoid conflict 
with other traffic or in compliance with 
the direction of a police officer or traffic 
eontrol sign or signal: 


(1) Within an intersection. 
(2) On a crosswalk. 


(8) Between a safety zone and the ad- 
jacent curb or within thirty (30) feet of 
points on. the curb immediately opposite 
the end of a safety zone, unless the Chief 
of Police shall indicate a different length 
by signs or markings. 


(4) Within twenty-five (25) feet from the 
intersection of curb lines, or if none, then 
within fifteen (15) feet of the intersec- 
tion of property lines at an intersection, 
except at alleys. 


(5) Within thirty (30) feet upon the 
approach to any flashing beacon, stop sign 
or traffic control signal located at the side 
of the roadway. 


(6) Within fifty (50) feet of the drive- 
way entrance to any fire station. 


(7) Within fifteen (15) feet of a fire 
hydrant. 


(8) In front of a private driveway. 
{9) On a sidewalk. 


(10) Alongside or opposite any street 
excavation or obstruction when such stop- 
ping, standing or parking would obstruct 
traffic. 


(11) On the roadway side of any vehicle 
stopped or parked at the edge or curb of 
a street. Provided, however, that one line 
of vehicles may be double-parked on Wash- 
ington Avenue between Lenawee and Shia- 
wassee Streets and on Michigan Avenue 
between Capitol Avenue and Cedar Street, 
provided a driver remains in each vehicle. 


(12) At any place where official signs 
have been erected prohibiting standing and 
parking. 
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(13) On the left of the center of the 
street at a railroad crossing or other cross- 
ings where there are stop signals. 


Section 36. All vehicles, except as here- 
in noted, shal] be parked parallel to and 
with the right side of the car within 12 
inches of the curb.

Signs shall be erected and maintained 
in each block designating the time pro- 
visions of this section.

Section 62, It shall be unlawful for 


‘the driver of any vehicle to turn such 


vehicle so as to proceed in the oppos‘te 
direction unless such movement can be 
made in safety and without backing or 
otherwise interfering with other traffic. No 
person shall turn any vehicle around at 
any street intersection. No person shall 
make a U turn with a vehicle on Wash- 
ington Avenue between Ottawa and Kala- 
mazoo Streets or on Michigan Avenue be- 
tween Washington Avenue and Grand 
Avenue.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 35 and 37 of the 
Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance regu- 
lating traffic upon the publie streets of 
the City of Lansing and repealing Ordi- 
nance No, 35 and all other ordinances and 
sections of ordinances in conflict here- 
with’ are amended to read as follows: 


Section 35. (a) It shall be unlawful for 
any driver to stop, stand or park any vehi- 
cle upon a street, other than an alley, in 
such a manner or under such conditions 
as to leave available less than ten (10) 
feet of the width of the roadway for free 
movement of vehicular traffic, except that 
a driver may stop temporarily during the 
gctual loading or unloading of passengers 
or when necessary in obedience to traffic 
regulations or traffic signs or signals or 
a police officer. oes 


(b) The Chief of Police shall have au- 
thority to designate no parking zones- in 
front of the entrance to any theatre, 
church, office building, public dance hall, 
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club, private or publie driveway, or build- 
ing which is designated to be a building in 
which a large number of people are ac- 
customed to gather. No vehicle shall be 
permitted to stand, in such no parking 
zones, except for the purpose of stopping 
to take on or discharging passengers or 
merchandise. 


Section 37. (a) The driver of any vehi- 
cle shall not stop, stand or park such 
vehicle at any time upon any of the fol- 
lowing described districts:

The Committee on Natural Gas 


Your Committee on Natural Gas begs 
leave to report as follows: That a copy 
of the ‘“‘Market for and Supply of Natural 
Gas in Michigan No. D-2884” issued by the 
Michigan Public Utilities Engineering De- 
partment October 25, 1934, has been se- 
cured and this report is made from the 
report mentioned above. 


“The Commission’s order of March 26, 
1934, directed the making of a survey of 
circumstances and conditions affecting the 
production, transmission, distribution and 
consumption of Natural Gas in Michigan 
embraces eleven subdivisions, two genera} 
in character; nine dealing with specific 
portions of the problem. This report is 
the result of the work of the Department 
of Conservation of the State, the U. S. 
Bureau of Mines and the Engineering De. 
partment of this Commission. These 
gentlemen are responsible for the deter: 
mination and intrepretation of the sub- 
stantially hidden information forming the 
basis of conclusions concerning under. 
ground conditions which convey informa 
tion and knowledge concerning the exist. 
ence and extent of Natural Gas reserves 
The preliminary report of the U. S. Bu 
reau of Mines is incorporated in its essen 
tial part in this report. ‘The report set 
forth the facts which control the price a 
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which natural gas must be offer if the 
public should be induced to buy it. Pres- 
ent indications are that in general the 
price for various classes of natural gas 
should be— 


Domestic use to average— 
$1.25 per M. cubic feet 


House heating— 
.50 per M. cubic feet 


Commercial use— 
1.40 per M. cubic feet 


“Present producing gas fields, not in- 
eluding the old Muskegon field, comprise 
18,400 acres or 1.4 per cent of that por- 
tion of Michigan Stray Sand having gas 
showings. 


“The recoverable reserve before any 
withdrawals was 29 billion cubic feet 
of this 15 billion cubic feet are committed 
to the Saginaw-Bay City lines, 9 billion to 
Muskegon-Big Rapids, 2 billion to Mt. 
Pleasant-Clare market, leaving only 3 bil- 
lion cubic feet without present commit- 
ment. The part of the Michigan Stray 
Sands believed to contain gas, extends over 
1,900,000 acres but only 18,400 acres are 
proven. 


‘Tf further drilling should ultimately 
prove 20 per cent of the Michigan Stray 
Sand would be productive, then a ten year 
supply for the state would be available, 
if 35 per cent are ultimately productive, 
then a twenty year supply is provided. 


“Sufficient information is not yet avail- 
able to judge whether or not there will 
be any substantial production from _ the 
Monroe-Traverse and Dundee formation:

That is, a 
source of supply sufficient to supply a com- 
munity or group of communities must be 
proven and by proper negotiation com- 
mitted to a definite market, under such 
conditions the the necessary funds for the 
construction of the pipe lines can usually 
be obtained from investors; and upon 
proper showing the necessary permits can 
be obtained from the Commission.

The following ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Pease which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE TO REGULATE THE 
SALE AND DISTRIBUTION AT RETAIL 
OF COAL, COKE, WOOD AND OTHER 
FUEL IN THE CITY OF LANSING, AND 
TO LICENSE AND REGULATE RETAIL 
DEALERS IN SUCH FUEL PRODUCTS. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall bargain, sell, contract for or 
deliver coal, coke, wood or other fuel, ex- 
cept fuel oil, at retail within the City of 
Lansing without first having obtained a 
license so to do, as hereinafter set forth, 
and without complying with the other pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 


Section 2. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion desiring to bargain, sell, contract for 
or deliver coal, coke, wood or other fuel 
at retail within the City of Lansing shall 
make application under cath and in writ- 
ing to the City Clerk for a license, on 
blanks which shall be supplied for that 
purpose, giving the following information: 


(a) The name under which such busi- 
ness is to be conducted. 


(b) Nature of the organization, whether 
an individual, firm, corporation or 
association. 


(c) Proposed location or address of all 
storage yards and of the principal 
office if it is at a different location 
than: the yards. 


(d) Name of the person to be actively 
in charge of the proposed business. 


(e) Statement that applicant possesses 
or leases sufficient and necessary 
scales and weighing facilities that 
have been approved by the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures and the lo- 
eation of such scales and weighing 
facilities. 


Such application shall thereafter be 
transmitted to the Sealer of ,Weights and 
Measures, who shall investigate the same. 
If it be found on such investigation, that 
the statements made in the application 
are correct and that the seales and weigh- 
ing facilities to be used by the applicant 
comply with standard specifications and 
tolerances, the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures shall approve such application 
and return the same to the City Clerk 
within fifteen days. If the said applicant 
has not had a coal license theretofore re- 
voked, the City Clerk, upon payment of 
an annual fee of $25.00 shall issue a 
license to such applicant, which license 
shall be indexed by the City Clerk and 
shall bear a distinct number, which num- 
ber shall be retained from year to year 
provided the license is properly renewed. 


Such licenses shall expire on the 30th

day of April of each year, and shall be 
renewed by the City Clerk upon the pay- 
ment of the annual fee without filing a 
new application. The license fee of $25.00 
shall be paid for any part or portion of 
the year while the license is in force, ex- 
cept that licenses effective until April 
30, 1935, shall be issued for a fee of $12.50. 


If, after the issuance of such license, 
any changes occur in the name of _ such 
business or nature of the organization or 
in the location of such storage yard or 
yards or business office or in the name of 
the person actively in charge of the busi- 
ness or in the location of the scale or 
scales used in such business, a true state- 
ment of such change or changes, sworn 
to under oath, shall forthwith be filled 
with the City Clerk. 


In the event applicant’s scales or weigh- 
ing facilities are located outside the city 
limits, the same shall be inspected and 
approved by the Superintendent of Weights 
and Measures for the State of Michigan 
or at the option of applicant by the City 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, who 
shall inspect the same. 


Section 38. No person, firm or corpora- 
tion shall deliver any coal, coke, wood or 
other fuel which is sold by weight unless 
the driver or person actually making the 
delivery shall bear with him a certificate 
in writing, together with a duplicate or 
carbon copy thereof, which shall contain 
the following information 


Name: of licensed coal merchant and 
number of his license. 


Address and location of storage 
yard from which the fuel is delivered. 


Name and address of purchaser. 


Name of person actually making 
the delivery. 


Weight of the vehicle, together with 
contents. 


Weight of the vehicle, alone. 
Net weight of the fuel. 


Name or identifyine initials of the 
person who weighted the load. 


Kind and quality of fuel delivered. 


Kinds and weight of each if fuel is 
mixed. 


Said certificate shall be in exact con- 
formity with the facts and the weight of 
the vehicle shall have: been ascertained on 
the day of delivery. 


No person shall engage in the delivery 
of fuel sold by weight without having at all 
times with him the duplicate certificates 
above mentioned, and he shall deliver one 
of said duplicate certificates to the pur- 
chaser at the same time that delivery 
of the fuel is made and shall show such 
certificate or certificates or duplicates 
thereof to the Sealer of Weights and 
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Measures, or any of his deputies, or to 
any police officer of the city whenever de- 
manded. Whenever the Sealer of Weights 
and Measures, or any person designated by 
him, or the purchaser shall demand that 
the weight shown by such certificate shall 
be verified, it shall be the duty of the 
person delivering such fuel to convey the 
same forthwith to such public or private 
scale in the city as shall be designated by 
the Sealer of Weights and Measures, or 
any person acting for him, and both the 
driver and the licensee for whom he is 
working may be proceeded against for any 
violation of these provisions. 


Section 4. Each licensee shall place and 
maintain in a conspicuous place upon each 
delivery vehicle used the number and name 
of the licensee and number of his license 
in letters and figures not less than three 
inches in heighth. 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to substitute 
or mix fuels or cause the substitution of 
mixing of fuel sold at retail by such per- 
son, firm or corporation except when the 
fuel has been sold as such and so indicated 
on the delivery certificate. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to sell, offer 
for sale, deliver, offer to sell or deliver, or 
advertise any coal, coke or other fuel by 
any name which is not the true, usual and 
customary name of the same without giv- 
ing either the true, usual and customary 
name of such fuel, or the name of the 
state and district from which it comes and 
a description which will indieate the size 
and character of its preparation. 


Section 7. No coal sold or offered for 
sale shall be wet or dampened by any 
process whatsoever prior to the weighing 
of same for delivery to the retail pur- 
chaser, provided, however, that coal may 
be dust proofed while in storage upon ap- 
proval of method by Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. 


All coke kept for sale or intended for 
sale in the City of Lansing shall be kept 
in a covered shed or building so construc- 
ed that the coke therein shall be protected 
from rain, snow and storm, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to sell or offer fer sale in the City 
of Lansing any coke not kept and ‘pro- 
tected in the manner herein prowided. 


Section 8. No wood shall be sold or de- 
livered in the City of Lansin except by 
the cord, which shall be eight feet in 
length, four feet high and whatever may 
be the length of the wood, provide, how- 
ever, that wood of such character that it 
cannot be piled or corded may be sold by 
weight or by the load, which shall consist 
of fert’-nine cubic feet loaded as near 
solid as possible, and no coal, coke or other 
fuel, except fuel oil, shall be sold except 
by weight. 


Provided, further, that the provisions of 
this ordinance relating to the obtaining of 
license shall not apply to farmers who may 
sell wood by the cord which has been 
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grown by them on their own premises. 
Factory scrap and mill ends are not cov- 
ered by this ordinance. 


Section 9. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100) or by imprisonment for ninety days, 
or by ,both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court. 


Section 10. The license herein granted 
may be revoked by the City Council at any 
time upon due showing that the licensee 
has been guilty of fraudulent practices of 
any kind either by delivering less coal, 
coke or other fuel than shown on _ their 
weight certificates or by delivering coal, 
coke or other fuel of a quality inferior to 
that represented, or has violated a provi- 
sion of this ordinance, and when a license 
has been revoked for cause, no refund of 
license fee shall be made, and said licensee 
shall not thereafter be licensed except by 
resolution of the City Council.
